As-semblyman Douglas Anderson of 


Oneida county has presented to the 
assembly a bill of great Interest In 
that it practically creates a board 
which shall In the future be empow- 
ered to make the selections of admin- 
istrative appointive otlicers fn Wis- 
consin. 


The bill In the first place re-creates 


the present state board of public af- 
fairs which was first legislated Into 
existence by the legislature of two 
years ago but makes the new board 
somewhat different from the present 
board by doing away with the non- 
oflicial members of the present board. 
At present the board has three mem- 
bers who are appointed by the gover- 
nor and are not existing state officers 
when appointed. The other members 
of the board are left as at present and 
would be If the measure became a Jaw 
the governor, the president of the 
senate, the attorney general, the 
secretary of state, and the speaker of 
the assembly. 


Whenever a vacancy occurs In an 


appointive administrative office the 
vacancy Is to be filled by this board 
The offices filled by the board, would 
of course be only non-ci»Il service 
offices seen as are now filled by ap- 
pointment, without reference to civil 
service requirements. The statute 
would thus cover the selection only 
of heads of departments.
